PRESIDENT WILL URaE CONGRESS 


TO HOLD THE PHILIPPINES 


Ne-w York, Oct. 26—The Washington 


correspondent of the New York Herald 
is enabled to wire this to his journal: 


"Prompt declaration by congress in 


favor of asserting and 
maintaining 


complete sovereignty over the Philip- 
pines, at whatever cost, and in favor 
of the most liberal kind of self-govern- 
ment when the insurrection ends^ is 
what the president wanta. It ia also 
what the Philippine commissioners 
want. There is a great deal y«t for the 
president to do on his message and for 
the peace commissioners to do on their 
report, but thia one. important conclu- 
sion is certain, 


"I have excellent authority for the 


statement that the president intends 
to make specific recommendations to 
congress in favor of holding the Phil- 
ippines permanently and as to the form 
of civil government to take the place of 
the military as soon as the Tagals now 
in rebellion surrender. It is authorita- 
tively stated that there will be no half 
way measures suggested for the pur- 
pose of sidetracking the Philippine 
question until after the next campaign. 
The president will face the issue 
squarely and give his congress the best 
information possible from hia com- 
missioners and other sourcea to sup- 
port the position he has assumed, 
of the administration and of the Phil- 


"Of prime Importance, in the opinion 


ippine commissioners, is prompt action 
by congress, through resolution or oth- 
erwise, in' favor of the policy adopted 
bjr the chief executive. 


Although members of the Philippine 


commission are not talking for publi- 
cation, there is no doubt they will lay 
great stress in their report upon the 
desirability of prompt and emphatic 
declaration, on the part of congress, 
which will convince those now in re- 
bellion that all branches of the gov- 
ernment are united on the question of 
permanent American control in the 
Philippines. Such action, in the opin- 
ion of Admiral Dewey and Professor 
Schurman, will be almost as effective 
as guns in ending the war in the Phil- 
ippines. 


It is now only a question of the 


specific kind of government the presi- 
dent will recommend. He will be gov- 
erned in his decision by the views of 
the Philippine commissioners, whose 
final decision will be the result of the 
deliberations they are here for now. 
The first meeting of the commission 
will be held in the state department to- 
morrow, but they will probably not 
begin the actual preparation of their 
report before next Monday,

STRICT CENSORSHIP OF BOER WAR NEWS 


Difficult to Get Accurate Beports from Front 


But Little Eeliance Placed on Official Dis- 


patches. 
Chamberlain and Michael

Chicago or N«r York 


London, Oet. 26.—With unconscious 


humor, *a Cape Town correspondent tel- 
egraphed yesterday: 
"The censorship, 


which is always a delicate matter, Is 
working smoothly and without a hitch." 


This exactly hits off the state of af- 


fairs today. 
An ominous veil is still 


drawn over swe movements of both 
General White and General Yule. Be- 
yond belated Ladysmith dispatches con- 
cerning the Elandaiaagte fight, which 
are still filtering in, the British public 
Is left In complete darkness, and to con- 
jecture over "cooked" war dispatches. 
The officials of the war office last even- 
Ing said that very few dispatches had 
arrived. 


Since it is practically certain that Gen- 


eral Tula has now effected a conjunc- 
tion with General White, although this 
was not brought about Tuesday night, 
as announced in The Daily Mail, but 
some time on Wednesday, and as both 
are now in a position of safety, con- 
jecture concerns itself chiefly with the 
manner of General Yule's retreat. 


That it was hasty is evident. Was It 


disorderly? 
Was any 
considerable 


camp equipment abandoned? 
Was 


there any fighting 05 the way? 
Such 


questions, and others like them, the pub- 
lic is anxiously asking. 
Since the re- 


ceipt of General White's curious first 
description of the LadysmUh fight, in 
which the British lost 100 men, little re- 
liance can be placed on the official di^ 
patches. 
While the concealment of the 


facts regarding General Yule's retreat 
can be amply justified on the ground of 
keeping the intelligence from the Boers, 
the hiding of the news respecting the 
hussars and fusiliers, who were ap- 
parently captured in the battle at Glen- 
coe, is severely criticised, no intimation 
even having been given that the officers 
were missing:. 


The heavy losess of the British troops 


in fat-ine only some 3000 Boers are com- 
mented upon as what rifi« fire means to- 
day in the hands of even undisciplined 
men, who can shoot fairly straight, and 
stand their ground. 
Comparisons arc 


made with thje first employment of the 
magazine rifle in the Hispano-American 
•war, and it is considered that the Amer- 
ican losses at El Caney and San Juan 
would have been much heavier if tha 
Spaniards had doggedly stood their 
ground, like the Boers. 


General Buller is expected to arrive 


at the Cape early n«xt week, and the in- 
dications are that some troops have 
already arrived at the front and been 
In the fighting, whose arrival has not 
yet been announced. 
There is every 


probability, therefore, that reinforce- 
ments are now moving up. This'is cal- 
culated to hasten Commandant General 
Joubert's attack upon Ladysmith, and 
news of a big battle Js daily expected. 


About half a complete army corps is 


now afloat, and a lull has occurred tn 
dispatching the remainder of General 
Buller's forces, owing to some difficulty 
in obtaining transports. 
The mobiliza- 


tion and embarkation of 21,000 men, how- 
ever, have proceeded with the utmost 
smoothness arad completeness, extorting 
admiration from even the severest critics 
of the war office organization. 


Although news has arrived that Gen- 


eral Symons is doing well, there is no in- 
dication as to his whereabouts. 
It is 


presumed that he is at Dundee in the 
hands of the Boers. 


Speaking at Dublin yesterday to the 


departing troops, General Roberts of 
.Kandahar said that, however important 
previous campaigns in South Africa had 
appeared at the time, they dwindled into 
insignificance when compared with the 
freat event in which the British troops 
were about to engage. 


The junction of General Yule's column 


with General White's force, after a 
skirmish with the Orange Free State 
troops, will enable them to take up a 
strong defensive position at Ladysmith. 
General White was not responsible for 
the separation of the forces in the two 
garrisons at a distance too great to ad- 
mit of co-operation and support. There 
were strategical reasons for it, since 
Glencoe, with a railway spur leading to 
Dundee, was the natural outpost for the 
defense of Natal, and the garrison there 
blocked any flank movement that might 
have threatened the communications of 
the main body with the coast. 


General White receives credit for at- 


tacking the Boers north of the second 
battlefield, in order to distract their at- 
tention and to allow General Yule to 
march across the country and to join 
forces 
with 
him. General White's 


"third victory," however, proves to have 
been a drawn battle, he merely content- 
ing himself with holding the Boers in 
check to cover Yule's retreat. 


Many experts are satisfied that Gen- 


eral Joubert is even now close to the 
heels of the British, and that a decisive 
action may be fought today. The main 
fact is that the British were forced to 
evacuate the natural triangle which the 
Boers rightly claim as a conspicuous sue - 
cess. 


The situation in the west is brooming 


complicated. The Boer proclamatiins 
of annexation and the claims of a vic- 
tory at Glencoe are liabie to induce the 
Dutch to side with their countrymen 
already in the field. It is said, for i» 
glance, that the Boer rorces have evaeu» 
ated Vryburg, which will be garrisoned 
by the local Dutch. It is also believod 
that the Dutch beyond Griquatown are 
only awaiting encouragement to declare 
for the Transvaal. 


New and stringent orders were pro- 


mulgated yesterday with reference to 
the defences of Gibraltar. The privilege 
Englishmen have hitherto had of enter- 
ing the gate without a pass is tempor- 
arily suspended. Nobody is allowed to 
enter er to Inspect the batteries. Even 
the famous St. Michael's cave is Closed 
because it is required for the storage of 
arms and ammunition. 


The war office returns show that the 


total British casualties since the be- 
ginning of hostilities reach 597, 18 offi- 
cers having been killed and 55 wounded, 
and 76 men killed' and 435 wounded. 
| There are 13 unaccounted for. 


This total does not, however, Include 


the squadron of the Eighteenth Hus- 
sars, which went astray near Dundee, 
and the officers of the Dublin fusiliers. 


Michael Davitt, Irish Nationalist, 


member for South Mayo, announced in 
the house of commons yesterday that he 


would resign as a protest against the 
Boer war. Mr. Davitt denounced the 
Jingo press, and said that the war for the 
meanest and most mercenary aims would 
be known as the greatest crime of the 
century. He declared that if he had been 
offered home rule and an Irish republic, 
he would not have accepted them if ac- 
companied by the condition that he vote 
for the war. As a protest he would ask 
to be relieved from attendance in the 
house. He had been in the house for five 
years trying to obtain justice for Ireland, 
and he left it convinced that "No cause 
of justice and right would have the sup- 
port of the house, unless backed by 
force." 


Sir William Vernon-Harconrt, the 


former Liberal leader In the house, said 
he desired again to call attention to the 
provocation of Mr. Chamberlain, during 
the negotiations, and In bis speech at 
Highbury. 


Mr. Chamberlain replied, repudiating 


the intention to be provocative, and say- 
ing the only intended to be plain and free 
from ambiguity. 
He added that he had 


only followed in the negotiations the 
principles observed by all statesmen 
during the past 10 or 20 years. 
The 


people, he continued, were entitled to de- 
mand a clear expression of views, and 
there never had been the slightest justi- 
fication for the statement that Presi- 
dent Kruger had beea in doubt. 
Mr. 


Chamberlain then said: 


"Our object, methods and determina- 


tion were to carry out these objects. It 
was necessary to impress upon President 
Kruger the seriousness of the.step he 
was called upon to take, and the con- 
sequences which would follow any nils- 
take on his part 
It was not desirable 


to include in an official dispatch .col- 
lateral suggestions, and indications of 
opinion, but semi-official warning was 
frequently conveyed in a speech. 
A 


similar warning was given by Lord 
Salisbury to the sultan at the Guildhall 
banquet, and I am still absolutely un- 
repentant." 


Regarding Mr. Davitt, Mr. Chamber- 


lain said he recognized that he had 
hitherto discussed 
the matter mod- 


erately and sincerely, -'-'and," he added, 
"I would pay the greatest attention to 
his arguments if I did not know he would 
use precisely ^he same arguments in re- 
gard to any British war, which are based 
on his enmity to England." 


Mr. Chamberlain then replied to the 


criticism of his not accepting the medla- 
tion of Mr. Hofmeyer, the Afrikander 
leader, pointing out that, white he be- 
lieved Mr. Hofmeyer to toe-.sincere, yet 
he could not forget when. President 
Kruger made "absolutely illusory pro- 
posals for a settlement" Mr. Hofmeyer 
was perfectly ready to accept them. 
President Kruger misled Mr. Hofmeyer 
In promising him proposals which dif- 
fered from those he really presented. 


"There has," continued Mr. Chamber- 


lain, "been on the part of the Transvaal 
crcokeduess altogether Incomprehen- 
sible, if they desired a settlement. \ be- 
lieve that from first to laet President 
Kruger never Intended to give anything 
approaching equal rights to the white 
race, or any acknowledgement of Bri- 
ish supremacy. 
War, therefore, was 


inevitable. There has been an enormous 
strain upon us. We are called to bring 
the war to a quick conclusion, and send 
across the sea a force no nation in his- 
tory ever sent before. 
This is entirely 


due to the preparations which made the 
Transvaal an armed camp, and which 
not only secured it a defensive position, 
but enabled it to take the 
offensive 


against the large force now engaged. 
Such a strain could npt ne continued 
forever. 
We should have needed a per- 


manent fprce of 25,000 men in South Af- 
rica. 


"We are told we shall lose South 


Africa. 
Our foreign friends are con- 


vinced of it. 
Yet they are not happy- 


Such predictions were made before, and 
were even current in the days of Eliza- 
beth. 
But I am not alarmed. 
One 


great Teutonic people cannot hold in 
subjection another greater Teutonic peo- 
ple, but this has never been our course. 
It is impossible to pretend that the 
Dutch at the Cape are crushed by our 
rule, when they have all the rights Eng- 
lishmen possess, and even, in individual 
cases, are permitted to talk and write 
treason. Whatever may be the result of 
the war and the premature talk of the 
prfsent war, does anyone imagine that 
we shall fail to do for others what we 
claimed for ourselves or refuse equal 
rights to the Dutch in the Transvaal 
which they refused us?" 


Present From Slate of New Jersey. 


Trenton, Oct. 26.—Admiral Sampson 


was yesterday presented wth a sword 
by Governor Voorhees on behalf of the 
state of New Jersey, as a mark of ap- 
preciation of the services rendered by 
the distinguished naval officer during the 
Spanish war. 
The presentation took 


place in the assembly chamber of the 
capitol, in the presence of a distin- 
guished audience of naval officers and 
persons prominent in the public and 
Eocial life of the state. The naval offi- 
cers present included nearly all those 
associated with Admiral Sampson before 
the entrance to Santiago harbor. 


An Appeal to the Kaiser. 


Berlin, Oct. 26.—At a meeting of 3000 


members of the Pan-German and Anti- 
Semite league at -Hamburg, called to 
protest agaftist the' Transvaal war, a 
dispatch was sent to Empeftrr William 
full of solemn, patriotic- eftueions, and 
urging him to intercede In behalf of the 
Boers, and postpone his journey-to Eng- 
land. 


The appeal of Captain Watkins of the 


Steamship Paris, which was grounded 
on the Manacles, from the kef ton of the 
local board of steaniibbaf irisipect6rs, sus- 
pending him for two years, has been filed 
with Supervising * Inspector Starbuck. 
An investigation, in the matter will soon 
be commenced. 


The steam yacht Wanda, which was 


used by The Associated Press tWough- 
out the Spanish-American war,1 and at 
other times as a dispatch boat, careened 
in the dock at Erie bas'n, NeW York, 
while being taken from th* eranfes. Tha 
crew escaped. The loss is estimated at 
$10,000. 


Frank E. Heywood, vice president and 


treasurer of the Heywood Boot and Shoe 
company, died at Worcester, Mass., af- 
ter a two-days' lllnes* of acute gastritis. 
Mr. Heywood was well known In poll 
tlcal, social and athletic circles. ' . 


' Cold Comfort For Creditors. 
• 


Philadelphia, Oct. 2«.—The first ac- 


count of the Equitable Trust company, 
receivers of the Keen-Sutterle company, 
which failed in January, 1896, was filed 
yesterday, and the auditor declared a 
dividend of less than 2 percent of the 
claims, 
amounting to over 
$1,000,000. 


The Keen-Sutterle company carried on 
the business or importing merchandise, 
and was one of the largest concerns of 
its kind in this country. 
The man- 


agement of the company was practically 
controlled by ltd president, 
Fred W. 


Sutterle, who mysteriously disappeared 
in January, 1896. The claims against 
the company amount to $1,135,071, the 
largest being that of J- B. Moor & Co. 
of Boston, foreign bankers, for $504,991. 
The company's assets amounted to $41,- 
141, and, after deducting legal costs and 
preferred claims allowed, there remains 
only $18,638 for distribution among the 
general creditors. The Boston tianikers 
wili get only $8236. 


Suicide or Siberia. 


Odessa. Oct. 26.—A gigantic system of 


official fraud and corruption has been 
unearthed' at Sebastopol. Forty-three 
government officials have been arrested 
and will be tried by court-martial Dap, 
2. Among the accused are many high 
naval officers, several well-known con- 
structors, ne#rly every chief engineer of 
the ships in Russia's Black sea fleet, the 
commissary officers and others. It is re- 
ported that several of the accused have 
.committed suicide rather than stand 
trial. If found guilty they would have 
been banished to'Siberia. It is alleged 
that officials of the various government 
departments have ewteredl into a huge 
.conspiracy to misappropriate funds and 
sell government supplies, covering their 
defalcations by forgery and suppressing 
information by widely distributed bribes. 


Useful For Practice Work. 


, WasWnigtonv Oct. 26.—The ordnance- 
department has recently instituted a new 
method of target practice with the 
heavy coast defense gnns which in- 
' creases the amount of practice and con- 
siderably reduces the cost. There was 
left on hand from the Civil war a large 
amount of black powder and a quantify 
pf old parrot projectiles. By putting a 
soft metal band on the base of the shells 
they answer admirably for practice fir- 
Jng, the only difference being that the 
range is not quite eo great as in service 
conditions. The first reports of the new 
practice received by the department are

MURDER OB:SUICIDE-? 


An Italian Woman at Maiden 


Found Dead in Tenement 


Maiden, Mass., Oct. 26.—In a miserable 


room at 24 Commercial street the dead 
body of Mrs. Pascalina Succio was found 
yesterday 
afternoon under 
circum- 


stances which indicate murder. On the 
floor, according to one version of the 
affair, was found a 38-calibre revolver, 
and a bullet hole in the centre of the 
right ear showed how the woman met 
her death. 


Though the police were at first inclined 


to believe it was a case of suicide, on 
examination it was found there were 
no traces of powder marks on the wom- 
an's face, which they consider would 
have resulted had she used the weapon 
upon herself. 
The murder theory is 


further strengthened by the size of tfle 
revolver, an ugly looking affair of S3 
calibre, with a long barrel, which, in 
Chief of Police Emerton's opinion, would 
have left powder marks if held within 
four feet of the woman's head. 


Guiseppe Succio, the woman's hus- 


band, is under arrest, and will be de- 
tained on suspicion until the result of 
the autopsy is made known. 


The section in which the shooting oc- 


curred is known as the "rat hole," peo- 
pled largely by the lower class of Italians, 
where drunken brawle and fights are of 
frequent occurrence. The house at 24 
Commercial street is a two-story and a 
half structure, a general supply store be- 
ing on the first floor, kept by John Bre- 
zia, an Italian, who lives up stairs. With 
him the Succio family, consisting of 
father, mother and child, lived as board- 
ers. 


The SucciOs occupied but one room» 


that on the top floor, containing o*je 
double and one single bed, a chair .ind a 
stand,. There is but one small window 
in the room, and the slanting ceiling 
makes it impossible for a tall man to 
stand erect. When the woman's body 
was found the bed clothing was in one 
corner and near the entrance to the 
room there was a mattress upon the floor 
stained with blood. 


At the time of the shooting Succio, with 


his 3-year-old boy, was in Mrs. Brezia's 
apartments, resting after his dinner, ac- 
cording to Brezia's story. Brezia says 
that he hire-self was in his store when 
he learned of the tragedy, and he gave 
to the reporter his wife's version of the 
affair, as she doesn't speak English. 


According to this Succia came to the 


house about IStSO, and, as was his cus- 
tom, ate dinner with his wife and child 
In one of Brezia's rooms ort the second 
floor of the house. At about'2 o'clock 
Mrs. Succio went to her attic room, 
Succio and the child remaining down 
stairs. Soon after 3 the little boy wanted 
to see his mother, and Succio took him 
up stairs.

, vrnen ne opened the attic room doot 
he found his wife lying on the mattress 
in a pool of blood, the revolver on the 
floor at her right side and und«r the 
bed. Without waiting to see whether 
the woman was dead, as Succio told Mrs. 
Brezia, he rushed] down stairs crying out 
in Italian, "Oh, my wif^ is dead." 


In the confusion which resulted no one 


seems to know what happened, but the 
man's cries frightened the inmates of the 
house, and attracted some passers-by, 
who rushed in. One of the latter, an 
Italian, Joe Sila by name, says he was 
the first to rpach the scene of the shoot- 
ing. 


"When I got to the attic room," he 


went on, "I found Succio squatting on a 
mattress crying and calling upon his 
wife to speak. His wife's head rested in 
his lap and he held the revolver in one 
hand as if about to end his own life, but 
I snatched it firam him." 


The only other arrest in connection 


with the crime was that of John Parks, 
whom the police say is detained only as 
a drunk. He had been attracted by 
Succlo's cries and rushed into the house. 


When asked what the relations be- 


tween Succio and hi? wife were, Brezia 
replied that they were always pleasant, 
and that he never noticed any friction. 
He himself showed the greatest distress 
over the occurrence, and complained of 
the depressing effect it would have upon 
his business. 


Succio has been employed as-a carriage 


washer in J. P. Parker's livery stable 
and had worked there almost continu- 
ously for four years.

THE WAGE QUESTION 


Will Be Discussed by Manufacturers 


and Labor Organizational 


An Advance Considered Un- 


likely at Present. 


Conference Committss Appointed to Consider 


Arguments ofJTextile Operatives. 


Fall River, Mass., Oct. 26.—Following 


the precedent set a year ago, the Man- 
ufacturers' association of this city de- 
cided yesterday afternoon to meet rep- 
resentatives of the various labor or- 
anizations and discuss the wage ques- 
tion. 
No date was named, but It Is 


stated that this will be determined 
shortly at a meeting of the manufac- 
turers' committee, and Secretary Roun- 
seville will notify Secretary Wiitehead 
of the textile committee of the date 
set for the conference. 


President Chase called the meeting of 


the Manufacturers' association to order 
shortly after 2:30 p. m., and stated the 
purpose of the meeting, Secretary Eoun- 


evilile reading the request from the 
extile representatives for a conference 
to consider the question of an increase 
n the wages of the 30,000 operatives of 
this city. 
Considerable discussion was 


had, but the meeting being an executive 
one, its trend was not officially made 
public. 


It is stated upon good authority that 


the manufacturers generally consider 
this an Inopportune time for granting 
an Increast in the wages of the opera- 
tives. 
They do not see, however, that 


there can be any great harm done in 
appointing a conference committee and 
considering the arguments which will 
be advanced by the textile committee. 
A mistake was made once In not grant- 
ing a conference, and the manufacturers 
do not' propose to blunder in this way 
again. 
They can present their side of 


the question to the operatives', and, 
whethervthe increase is granted or not, a 
better feeling w^ll remain than If the 
co'nfenerice" was rejected. " '- 


The committee appointed consists of 


President Chase, Secretary Hounseville, 
N. B. Borden, Charles M. Shove, Thomas 
E. Brayton, John D. Flint and James E. 
Osborne.' 


At the time the last restoration of 


12% percent was made there was some 
talk of adopting a sliding scale in the 
future, based on the cost of production 
and the market value of the finished 
product, but this never materialized, and 
it is believed will not, at least in the 
near future. 


The representatives of the operatives 


are pleased at-the-decision of the man- 
ufacturers to grant them a conference, 
although they did not expect an adverse 
decision. They hope to be able to bring 
the manufacturers about to their way cf 
thinking, and obtain an increase, or a 
promise of an increase. It is not at all 
impossible that a compromise may be 
effected, but this is not at present con- 
sidered probable. 


Majority Stand by QeciS'on. 


Brockton, Mass., Oct. 26.—Through the 


favorable action of t\\o of the unions 
last night the eight unions of the city 
now stand 5 to 3 in favor of accepting 
the decision of the American Federation 
of Labor, recently issued. The mixed 
and the Stitchers' unions both took the 
report froin the table and voted to ac- 
cept it. On the other hand, the Cutters' 
union refused to reconsider its vote of 
Monday night when it denounced the 
action, of the American Federation of 
Labor. A new convention of the Boot 
and Shoe Workers' union is now being 
agitated for next June. 


Talked Over Grievances. 


St. Albans, Vt., Oct. 26.—Messrs. Claike 


and Morrissey of the Conductors' anc! 
Trainmen's unions had' a long confer- 
ence yesterday with the management of 
the Central Vermont railroad.

IN THE 
PHILIPPINES, 


The Present Status of Affairs as Seen by a 


Manila Correspondent—The Inex- 


tinguishable Treachery of 


the Natives. 


A 


FTER several months of com- 
parative quietness a change 
seems to be creeping over 
this old city of Manila. The 


rainy season is drawing to a close. 
Transports are arriving with new men 
and the barracks here are once more 
scenes of unusual activity. It seems as 
though everything here was being got 
in shape for the final attempt to o\;er- 
throw Aguinalda and his followers, and 
the soldier boys who have been idling 
here will not be sorry when they are 
hard at it again, for it must be con- 
fessed that the most of them want it 


We go at 'ern once more, and again 
they fall back to bob up serenely in 
some new and unexpected quarter. In 
fact, they seem to like it. But there is 
little glory and blamed less satisfaction 
in fighting people like this. Some peo- 
ple call these Filipinos cowards. That 
is not true. They are not cowards; 
they are all fired clever. They know 
any out and out engagement with the 
American force would do them up. So 
they take advantage of the peculiar 
character of their country and fight 
in the way that leaves them longest in 
the ring and does the most damage to 


soaked in it and even to have eaten It, 
for they don't even take time to wash 
their hands and faces. When their 
time is up, they are usually convoyed 
back to camp, for there are always a 
few Filipinos lurking around waiting 
for a chance shot, and when once back 
in camp they are put in soak. It usu- 
ally takes an hour or two to, soak it all 
off, for there is nothing in this wide 
world so tenacious as Luzon mud. 


But this is getting away from the 


mark. I was about to say that a 
change is creeping over the spirit of 
things. 
Last week I8 was told that 


there was a rumor about headquarters 
to the effect that when Admiral Dewey 
reached home he was going to advise 
the dispatch of more re-enforcements, 
and especially additions to the naval 
forces here. It "is believed by the dif- 
ferent officers in the city that the ad- 
miral favors the sending over of a num- 
ber of gunboats and light draft vessels 
for coastwise protection and also one 
fast warship, such as the Brooklyn, 
which can look after herself among the 
more distant islands. It is well known 
here that Dewey is in favor of a more 


to a foreign nation on the end of a 
fixed bayonet. The situation has its lit- 
tle irony, and there is even a grim 
humor about it when you stop to think 
it over. 
One day we are peppering 


away at these people as our dyed in 
the wool enemies and the next we are 
doling out rice to them and binding up 
their wounds and trying to kill them 
with kindness and doing the general 
Good Samaritan act, so that they will 
see that after all we do not hate them, 
but merely want to take them under 
our wing and be their deliverers and 
not their destroyers. But before that 
can happen they must take the chip 
off their shoulders. 


And this brings me round to the sub- 


ject of the "amigos," or friendlies, and 
their incongruous and tantalizing part 
in the present situation. In the first 
place, "amigo" is purely a relative 
term. A Filipino is an "amigo" when he 
is captured; he is also one when he is 
hungry. He becomes the same when 


manner with which these people will 
throw away a Mauser, after peppering 
away at the Americans for a couple of 
hours, and then saunter over to our 
lines with a piece of old rag on the 
end of a bamboo stick is rather trying 
on the nerves of some of our men. 
For instance, one morning after one of 
the numerous smajl engagements which 
have been taking place about here a 
body of our scouts discovered a bag 
containing six or seven Filipino uni- 
forms neatly stowed away In a stack of 
rice straw. Our men later had the 
satisfaction, it might be added, of find- 
ing the owners of these same uniforms 
dressed in the immaculate white clothes 
of th'e "amigo," disporting themselves in 
the suavest manner possible among the 
very men they had been pointing 
Mausers at a few short hours before- 
hand. One of them was a lieutenant 
among the insurgents, a clever fellow 
with a strong tinge of Spanish blood 
in his veins, and his declarations of 
allegiance to America and everything 
American constituted eloquence that 
was Ciceronean in its luxuriant verbos- 
ity. But, as General Lawton once ex- 
pressed it to his men, "we must live 
up to the American policy of not abus- 
ing noncombatants, on the one hand, 
but thrashing the life out of the men 
who carry guns on the other." 


It is useless and silly to deny .that 


there is a great deal of want and suf- 
fering in the archipelago at the present 
time. The hungry and homeless run 


days without fresh beef or mutton and 
vegetables. 
The only fruit is cocoa- 


nuts, and no one who has not chewed 
cocoanut for three months without a 
break can ever realize just how odious 
can become the taste of this delectable 
foodstuff. But in this connection I 
must not neglect to speak of th'; 
Filipinos' "vino." This is the drink 
which is so greatly affected by our men, 
or, rather, by which our men have at 
times been so greatly affected. It is 
nothing but raw alcohol, I understand, 
colored and seasoned with fruit juices. 
It is really quite palatable, and, though 
it seems to have little injurious effect 
on the natives, it plays havoc with the 
constitution of the Yankee soldier boy. 
The unsuspecting one usually tries to 
drink it down like beer, but as it is 
nothing but colored alcohol, he usually 
goes down first, and often has to spend 
a week or two in the hopital. Certain 
Filipino sympathizers in Manila take 
a pharasaical joy in pointing out that 
with the advent of the Americans have 
appeared a hundred new saloons in the 
city. The commanders of the different 
regiments, however, keep a strict eyo 
on their men, and as soon as a loafing 
place is discovered it is designated as 
"off bounds" and all nonconformers are 
promptly arrested and punished. 


It would surprise the ordinary per- 


son at home to see the number of 
American women who, notwithstanding 
the rainy season, are already in Ma- 
nila and making the most of life there. 
The Luneta, 'the historic drive which 
runs for three-quarters of a mile along 
the shore of the bay, is filled every 
afternoon with carriages in which one 
can sec American faces. A new band 
stand has been put up, and at 5 o'clock 
the officers' wives and their friends from 


ever with and are hankering 
after 


home. 
With the newly arrived men 


from the transports it is, of course, 
quite different. They are still looking 
for their baptism of fire and scarcely 
know just yet what campaigning in 
Luzon really means. These ambitious 
greenhorns, as they step jauntily ashore 
from their transports, have a habit of 
superciliously inquiring just why our 
30,000 men have not plugged every 
Filipino in Luzon full of lead and 
wound up this sicle show war. It takes 
them some time to grasp the situation. 
A few days in a reeking, rain swept 
trench usually does the business. If 
the trench work doesn't show them the 
folly of their ways, a few days' dig- 
ging in the same with a Philippine rain 
descending on their heads is never 
known to fail. For, of all kinds of 
work demanded of the Yankee soldiers 
over here the work of building trenches 
Is the most disagreeable and the most 
hated. It. is wearying and tedious, and 
the only excitement it offers is dodging 
Filipino bullets. This latter exercise 
also teaches the new man the peculiar 
tactics of the enemy with whom he is 
fighting, or, rather, at whom he is fight- 
ing, for the wily Filipino knows better 
than ever to let Uncle Sam's men get 
up against him once. It ie like fighting 
wind. The Filipino can never be ac- 
tually defeated, because the only sort of 
defeat we have been able to inflict upon 
htm is just the sort of thing he is look- 
ing for. He Is a guerrilla, pure and 
Eimple, and the ground we have won is 
the ground we stand upon, and that 
ground only. 


It Is easy to sit In a newspaper office 


and criticise campaigns. It is a differ- 
ent thing trying to corner up a bunch 
of slippery Tagals In a Luzon jungle. 
He forms his ambuscade, and into this 
cheerfully march our boys, knowing it 
is there and ready for it. The engage- 
ment takes place and we lose a man or 
two killed and half a dozen wounded, 
perhaps, but seldom more. The Fili- 
pinos lose 20, 80. or perhaps even 40, 
but what does that count? They can 
afford to do it. They slip away through 
the underbrush and leave us th« cheer- 
ful task of burying their dead in their 
abandoned trenches and perhaps look- 
Ing after a dozen or two of their wound- 
|ed. The next day they have some more 
trenches ready and are at it again. 


the other man. We take trench after 
trench and village after village and dis- 
trict after district, but it is like try- 
ing to sweep the tide back with a broom. 
That broom can't be everywhere at 
once, so while we are busy at Santa 
Cruz they are bobbing up at Calumpit. 
No wonder they keep our boys bustling 
back and forth on the "Utah and Kan- 
sas Short Line," as the westerners call 
the railway between Fondo and Caloo- 
can. These bulldog guerrillas have not 
yet had what might be called one suc- 
cessful engagement, but as they do not 
expect to win battles this does not in 
the least discourage them. So, notwith- 
standing what may be said to the con- 
trary, and in the face of every rose tint- 
ed cable that goes to Washington, the 
Filipinos are as active and as aggres- 
sive today as they have been at any 
time. 


But the tide is turning. American re- 


enforcements have arrived and are 
swelling Uncle Sam's power in the east. 
As I have said already, the rainy sea- 
son shows signs of at last letting up. 
Just what this rainy season means with 
the soldier boys here people at home can 
never realize. If they should chance, 
however, to catch sight of one of our 
"national heroes" coming out of a 
newly dug trench, they would perhaps 
understand. At trench building the 
men take turns. They usually work in 
eight hour shifts, and during that time 
actually live in the trench. They must 
not stick their heads above the little 
bank of mud they are throwing up un- 
less they want to hear a disagreeable 
phtt! phtt! and a splash or two in the 
slimy ooze around them. 
The grub, 


which they have to carry with them 
when at this work, gets rain soaked and 
soggy. They usually eat It, too, with 
muddy hands, and their own mothers 
wouldn't know them after a meal. But 
when a soldier comes out of one of those 
trenches with his spade, then It would 
be a patriotic girl indeed who would 
attempt to Hobsonize him. They look 
like animated mud pies. They are 
smeared and daubed from head to foot. 
They seem to have wallowed In it and 


thorough blockade of the entire archi- 
pelago, and every one who has grasped 
the present situation here must agree 
with him. It is undoubtedly true that 
the present blockade is imperfect and 
inadequate. 
The Filipinos are from 


time to time receiving fresh arms and 
munitions and supplies of all kinds. 
They are coming in by the boatload, 
but we seem unable to stop the prac- 
tice. While all the southwest coast is 
being most vigilantly patrolled forbid- 
den cargoes are known to be pouring 
in at the north. 


While our forces are seizing stores 


from the insurgents and gently but 
firmly trying to starve "Aggie" into a 
more docile* attitude, he is getting rice 
and flour from sources unknown, and 
Mausers and gunpowder heaven alone 
knows where. So if it be true that 
Dewey is going to do his best to con- 
vince the administration at home of the 
advisability of re-enforcing the Philip- 
pine naval forces, it is felt that he has 
put his finger on the weak spot of the 
present situation. Then it may be pos- 
sible to maintain some sort of surveil- 
lance over not only Luzon, but over the 
entire archipelago, and put a stop to 
the filibustering which is causing Gen- 
eral Otis so much trouble. 


Another change which is taking place 


here is not only a greater desire for 
the speedy winding up of hostilities, 
but also a less unbending tendency on 
the part of those officials and officers 
who stand for Uncle Sam. I really be- 
lieve, should Aguinaldo make some gen- 
uine and sincere offer of abdication, 
that the Filipinos would receive any 
reasonable concessions for which they 
might ask. At the beginning it was not 
this way. Unconditional surrender was 
the warcry. Since then we have seen 
our way farther Into the situation. 
What we want now is peace, honorable 
peace of course, but at all costs peace. 
We have no quarrel with the Tagals 
and the Negritos, and it is not pleasant 
work proffering universal benevolence 


he wants a little Information from in- 
side our lines. Once beyond those lines 
and he is a combatant. Before the rice 
we have poured into his treacherous 
stomach has yet digested he is using his 
American benefactors as targets for 
rifle practice. 
This, naturally, the 


American doesn't consider altogether 
nice in him. It shows a lack of con- 
sideration and gallantry and causes 
some of our boys to handle suspects a 
little roughly when any of the same 
fall into their outraged hands. 
But, 


heaven bless you, the Filipino loses no 
sleep over the violated ethics of the 
thing. It's a part of his tricky Latino- 
oriental nature, and to this sort of 
subterfuge he takes as a duck takes to 
water. 
The entire country for miles 


round Manila is dotted with camps and 
groups of refugees, and over the heads 
of each cluster waves the ever present 
and ever potent old white rag which sig- 
nifies "amigos." Being such, they have 
to be supplied with gentleness, lov- 
ing kindness and rice. But the fighters 
along our lines don't care for this sort 
of missionary work very much. They 
would fling diplomacy to the dogs and 
blow up the whole caboodle of rag fly- 
ing hypocrites. The only time to know 
just who is a friendly and who is a 
combatant is when an actual battle 
is taking place. But when once the 
battle is over every native within a 
radius of 20 miles is a passionate and 
devout lover of the United States, ready 
to shed his last drop of life blood for 
the Americanos. It is a fashion among 
"Aggie's" followers when they find 
themselves hard pressed to discard 
their outer garments of blue and appear 
simply in their undergarments. Now 
these undergarments are of a nice white 
color, dovellke In their significance, 
and they are of course at once taken 
for friendlies. The bland and childlike 


up into the thousands, and even tens 
of thousands, and it is, of course, one 
of the cruelties, the pitiable cruelties, of 
war that just those people who deserve 
not to suffer are the ones who are suf- 
fering the most. General Lawton and 
his officers have handed over to the 
hungry natives as much as 2,000 bush- 
els of rice in one day, and kept that 
record for one week too. But after 
every town is captured and burned, 
as per orders, the poor devils, who have 
learned their lesson and taken to the 
woods until after the dirty work is 
done, come trudging back to their 
smouldering nipa hut ruins in sad look- 
ing groups, each group bearing its lit- 
tle white flag. First come the old men, 
tottering and limping painfully along, 
followed by naked and hungry eyed 
children. Then come women with ba- 
bies in their arms, most of them decent- 
ly dressed in low necked, short cami- 
settes. These chocolate skinned young 
mothers are comely and well propor- 
tioned, with a wrap of black cotton 
paja tucked around the loins and their 
feet and lower limbs quite bare. After 
them come the more active bodied fel- 
lows of the town, with their high crests 
of stiff black hair, straggling in tenta- 
tively and somewhat dubious as to the 
reception they are to meet with at the 
hands of the Americans. It is a pitiful 
army, as it comes trudging back ,to 
the smoking nipa huts that were once 
their homes, with its contingent of lit- 
tle trotting children and halt gaited old 
men and bundle carrying girls and 
nursing women, making a sight not 
soon to be forgotten. 


Speaking of food, It seems strange, 


but is nevertheless true, that good food 
is rather hard to get even right here 
in Manila. Fish are plentiful, but high 
in price and none too palatable. Some- 
times it is necessary to go about 20 


home turn out on the wide palm lined 
avenue and drive down to listen to the 
music. They look as much at home in 
the tiny native "cochero" as in an 
American victoria. The carriages of the 
well to do Spaniards of course pre- 
dominate, but as General Otis still al- 
lows American women to land nearly 
every steamer that comes into port 
brings its contingent of fair American 
sightseers and adventurers, who add 
to the gayety of the Luneta and the 
social life of. the old city. One would 
never guess, to drive down that bright 
and busy avenue of palms of a clear 
afternoon at 5, that a stupendous strug- 
gle was going on just beyond the walls 
of the city, a struggle in which are in- 
volved the ultimate destinies of hun- 
dreds of thousands of men and the vast 
archipelago of the Philippines.

THE BOERS IN 
WAR. 


The battles that have taken place Jn 


the past between Great Britain and 
the Boers have taught the former to re- 
spect the natives of the Transvaal as 
rifle shots of a very superior order. The 
average Boer has a strong constitution, 
is a good rifleman and a first class 
horseman. He has received most of; 
his training as a fighter in the repeated 
attacks he has had to repel of the 
Zulus, who are his Inveterate enemies. 


As an individual he is a good fighter, 


but he lacks discipline, though the 
Boers, like the Germans and other Eu- 
ropean nations, enjoy the benefits ot 
compulsory conscription, and are divid« 
ed into three classes for this purpose. 


To the first class belong all men from 


18 to 34 years of age, to the second 
those from 35"' to 50, and to the third 
those from 51 to 60. In times of peace 
they have only a, small standing army, 
acting as police, except some artillery, 
so that their peace organization re- 
sembles the usual militia of other coun- 
tries. The whole country is divided into 
17 military districts and 64 smaller di- 
visions. In case of war the militia is ' 
soon ready to take the field, as all ar- 
rangements are fairly complete. When 
the troubles broke out in 1890, three of 
the districts were called to arms at 6 - 
p. m., and at 5 a. m. next morning 800 
Boers were ready equipped to take the 
field; and in 1895, on the occasion of 
the Jameson raid, matters progressed 
even more quickly. 


It may be taken for granted that 


since 1S95 the military authorities have 
not been idle, but on the contrary have 
improved and increased their arma- 
ments, as has been told in the recent 
newspaper reports. 


Although drill and discipline are not 


two of the outstanding qualities of the 
Boers, and when on the offensive they 
would feel this lack very much, it would 
not be of so much consequence as long 
as the Boers were on the defensive 
only. 
General Joubert is not only a 


good old soldier, but possesses a great 
amount of strategic talent, as he has 
shown repeatedly. The military forces 
of the Transvaal are estimated to be 
about 30,000 men, to which a contingent 
of friendly allies has to be added. The 
opinion of British military authorities 
that re-enforcements of 10,000 men 
would be sufficient in case of 
war 


seems to underestimate the state of 
things considerably. It will not be a 
mere expedition, but a distinct war of 
extermination against a stubborn peo- 
ple who will fight for their hearth and 
^ - 


home. 


One great disadvantage under which 


the Boers suffer in case of war is that 
their supplies can easily be cut off, 
and their power of resistance will to 
a'great extent depend on the state of 
preparedness in which they may hap- 
pen to be when the -war breaks out. 
Their artillery is of the newest con- 
struction by Krupp and is said to 
amount to 16 batteries; the infantry is 
armed with quick loading rifles, and 
there is said to be no lack of horses. 


Being well mounted and good shots, 


the Boers are especially suited for 
skirmishing and guerrilla warfare, and 
are particularly successful in having 
solved the problem of the mounted in-- . 
fantry question. 
r

THE TWENTY-SIXTH AT ILOILO. 


According to the Transcript's dis- 


patches yesterday the Twenty-sixth 
regiment, In its arrival at the Philip- 
pines, was despatched at once to Hollo 
•without disembarking. This disposi- 
tion of the regiment may not exactly 
suit the boys and probably will not 
suit their friends at home. It was the 
belief that the Twenty-sixth would 
disembark at Manila and have a hand 
in running Aguinaldo off the face of 
Luzon. Instead the regiment goes to 
Iloilo in the Island of Panay, a point 
considerably south of Manila on the 
island of Luzon. Panay is one of the 
larger islands of the Visayan group. 


For some time it has been considered 


that the Visayan natives were friendly 
to tbe United States and were not like 
the Tagalogs In Luzon of which Aguin- 
aido and his advisers are leaders. But 
within a day or two trouble has been 
showing itself about Iloilo, and it is 
understood that it is caused by the 
Aguinaldo adherents on the Island. 
There Is believed to be an attempt 
making to stir up discontent among the 
Visayans for the purpose of making it 
as 
difficult as possible to maintain 


United States authority thpre and 
necessitating a more serious division of 
the army of occupation than would be 
necessary if peace prevailed in all the 
archipelago but Luzon. So it may V>p 
that the Twenty-sixth will see some 
warm service near Hollo. Already an 
insurgent general there has done a 
little bombarding, indicating 
that 


something In the way of fighting has 
got to be done. 


There was a time when Iloilo divided 


the public attention, with Manila. The 
American forces lay off shore there in 
transports awaiting the ratification of 
the peace treaty. Later the city was 
occupied by the Americans and it was 
then and there that Brigadier-General 
Miller of Stockbridge won his promo- 
'ijon.

STREET RAILWAY TAXES 


Two Matters in Dispute, Which Affect 


Local Road 


Mentioni wag made yesterday of the 


attitude of the assessors on the taxing 
of ihe street railway under the new 
excise tax law. An meres-ting question 
has come ui> in Pittsfield and other- 
cities with reference to it, and the local 
assessors are waiting' for a decision be- 
fore taking final action here The law 
requires a return of the mileage of the 
road on which to base the taxes. In 
this city amd Pittsfield a return was 
made only of that part of the road in 
the public highways.

have decided that the entire length of 
the road, whether on the company's 
private land or not, must be included.

Theio Propheolea Have Startle* tbx 


I*h«Mt«»ta of ThU Ol* Earth From 


I «a Far Back »• the Year 10OO-Th» 
[ Fear of Comet*. 


In 1521 Jean Stofler, a German, 


pluuged Europe Into terror by predict- 
ing a universal delnge In 1624 "owing 
to the conjunction of several planets In 
a watery sign"—the watery signs are 
flancer, Scorpio and Pisces. At his 
ominous words thousands fled to the 
mountains, and others took refuge In 
.boats. Awinol, a doctor of law and 
canon of Toulouse, even built a sort 
of ark on four pillars as a haven of 
refuge. 
There was no need of such 


excitement 
No flood came. On the 


contrary, the season was even calmer 
and drier than usual. Stofler bad, in- 
deed, made a serious blunder and one 
for which many of his fellow astrol- 
ogers, including Cardau, never par- 
doned him. 


Stofler, however, Is only one In a long 


list of prophets whose predictions in 


' regard to the end of the world have 


proved utterly false. As far back as 
the year 1000 many communities In 
lEurope were driven half distracted by 
'rumors that the day of judgment was 
close at hand, and again, In 1186, whole 
cities were paralyzed with fright for 
ithe same reason. Now and again dur- 
ing the latter part of the middle ages 
the same extraordinary phenomenon 
.•was witnessed, though in a lesser de- 
igree, and ever since the modern re- 
vival of occultism there have not been 
.wanting erratic prophets of the Jean 
Stofler type. 


Years ago a Mr. Baxter created a 


sensation in England by his prediction 
that the world would certainly come to 
an end in 1887. 
Thousands believed 


in him, and great was their surprise 
.when they discovered that he was mis- 
taken. Yet such Is the credulity of 
human nature that their faith In him 
remained unshaken, and, no matter 
what year he selected as the final one" 
of the world's existence, they accepted 
bis prediction as gospel truth. 
i Equally bold, though doubtless not 
as popular as Baxter, Is the Abbe Du- 
pln, cure of the village of Dion, in 
{France, and author of a book with the 
following extraordinary title: 
"The 


Strand coup or universal cataclysm will 
ravage the world between the 19th and 
21st of September, 1896, according to 
ithe Scriptures. The prophecies of the 
|Old and New Testaments 
compare 


[•vritb those of the fathers and with 
the secrets of La Salette, in which is 
'foretold the great war which will de- 
stroy nine-tenths of the. human race, 
'the coming of antichrist and his 
E 


'gn, after which the church will 
umph over her enemies and the 
gn of Christ begin on eartk." The 


author fixed September, 1896, as the 
time when the great "coup," as he call- 
ed it, would take place, but be added 
that if it did not take place then It 
would certainly occur before the close 
of 1899. 
| The appearance of comets has fre- 
quently given rise to similar predic- 
itions. This was the case when the fa- 
mous comet of 1680 appeared. Whis- 
ton ascribed the deluge to its former 
appearance, and such an excitement 
'did '" cause among all classes of the 
people that Bayle wrots a treatise to 
(prove the absurdity of belief founded 
,on these portents. Mme. de Levigne, 
iwriting at the same time, said: 


f "We have a comet of enormous size. 
Its tail is the most beautiful object 
conceivable. Every person of note is 
alarmed and believes that heaven, in- 
terested In their fate, sends them a 
.warning in this comet. They say that 
the courtiers of Cardinal Mazarin, who 
Is despaired of by his physicians, be- 
lieve this prodigy is in honor of his 
passing away and tell him of the ter- 
ror with which it has inspired them. 
He had the sense to laugh at them and 
to reply facetiously that the comet did 
him too much honor." 


M. Camille Flammarion, the distin- 


guished French astronomer, says on the 
same subject: "In this century predic- 
tions concerning the end of the world 
have several times been associated 
with comets. It was announced that 
the comet of Blela, for example, would 
intersect the world's orbit on Oct. 29, 
1832, which did as predicted. There 
was great excitement. 
Once more the 


end of things was declared at band. 
Humanity was threatened. What was 
going to happen? The orbit—that Is to 
say, the path of the earth—had been 
confounded with the earth Itself. The 
latter was not to reach that point of 
its flrbit traversed by the comet until 
Nov. 30, more than a month after the 
comet's passage, and the latter was at 
no time to be within 20,000.000 leagues 
of us. Once more we got off with a 
good fright." 


In his entertaining book, "La Fin du 


Monde," M. Flammarion gives a graph- 
ic description of a collision between 
the earth and a comet wblcb Is to take 
place some time In the twenty-fifth 
century. "These two heavenly bodies, 
the* earth and the comet," he writes, 
"will meet like two trains rushing 
headlong upon each other with resist- 
less momentum, as if impelled to mu- 
tual destruction by an insatiable rage. 
But In the present Instance the veloci- 
ty of shock will be 865 times greater 
than that of two express trains having 
each a speed of 100 kilometers per 
tour."—New York Herald.

Only One Seriously Injured

New and Convenient System Soon to 


be Put Into Effect 


If the expectations of the national 


post office department officials are real- 
ized by January 1 the contemplated 
system of door to door registration of 
mail matter by the carrier will be put 
into active operation. The plans for the 
introduction of the system have been 
finally settled upon and its institution 
will add greatly to the revenues already 
derived from this source, and prove of 
great value and convenience to the 
public. 


The system could be installed by De- 


cember 1, but owing to the rush of bus- 
iness during the Christmas holidays 
he view is taken that, the carrier and 
general public being unaccustomed to 
its -workings, there would be unneces- 
sary delay and confusion. 


The system will at first be instituted 


ir all grades of post offices through the 
country. The large, small and medium 
offices will be tried and the extension 
of the service will be made as fast as 
practicable. 


The system has been so simplified 


that the carriers will have little to do, 
and consequently it will not interfere 
to a great degree in the delivery of the 
mail. In fact, it requires more judg- 
ment on the part of the carrier to de- 
liver a .registered letter than to re- 
ceive one. In, the delivery he has to ex- 
ercise judgment in regard to the proper 
address and identification. 


To receive a letter he is delayed only 


long enough to give a simple receipt, 
which insures its prompt and safe de- 
livery. There will be no delay on the 
part of the carrier. If a person wishes 
to register a letter which has not the 
proper address, or is not sealed, in- 
stead of waiting to give instructions as 
to the proper manner for its postage, 
he will be called upon to hand the re- 
ceipt for the letter on his next de- 
livery.

Raising the Price of Shoes 


The boot and shoe manufacturers of 


the country met in Boston this week 
and 
recommended 
an 
advance of 


twenty-five cents a pair on shoes o» 
account of the recent advance in leath- 
er and fittings. A resolution was also 
adopted disclaiming any intention of 
forming a trust or combination. 


The following list of abuses was pre- 


sented by the executive committee as 
calling for action on the part of the 
manufacturers: 
First, 
the counter- 


manding of orders, some before they 
were placed in the works, and others, 
which are far more serious, when they 
are countermanded after they are cut 
and in progress of 
manufacture. 


Second, the return of goods. There are 
some dealers who are so unscrupulous 
as to return goods for no good reason. 
Third, the return of worn-out goods. 
This has become a most flagrant abuse 
of the deaters. 


The short supply of hides and the 


consequently lessened production of 
leather, 
which calls for increased, 


prices, is every week being felt to a 
greater extent. The stocks of hides and 
leather was materially reduced in sup- 
plying the country with summer shoes. 
Now winter footwear is being made and 
so much more of the season's goods are 
being made than usual that the shoe in- 
dustry is threatened with an actual 
scarcity of material. Shoe manufactur- 
ers have reached the conclusion that 
unless they contract for their future 
requirements now they will be unable 
to dc- eo- at all.

No Railroad Boycott 


Several pppers along the line of the 


Fitchburg load have charged it witn 
inaugurating1 a boycott against the 
Northwestern, Eock -Island and Bur- 
lington roads on second class tourist 
passenger business to the Pacific. This 
the officials of the Fitchburg emphati- 
cally deny. It is acknowledged that 
slight differences exist, resulting from 
an attempt by those roads, in, connec- 
tion with one of the New Ensland 
lines, to ignore long existing differen- 
tials on second class traffic. 


To meet this condition the N. Y., N. 


H. & H., the Maine and Fitchburg 
roads have issued an open joint tariff 
to the public, based upon the recog- 
nized and duly authorized differentials, 
which does not apply via western1 lines 
in question. As an evidence that no 
boycott exists, it is explained that first 
class, as well as immigrant tickets, are 
being sold by these lines via the N. W., 
R. I. and Burlington routes at the same 
rates as prevail via competing lines. 
The interested western lines have been 
assured that if they will allow the dif- 
ferential question east of Chicago lo 
be settled by eastern lines directly in 
terested, normal tares and conditions 
will ^e immediately restored.
